must now annihilate the hopes of early backers—good, game mare 
though weadmither to be. ‘here is no knowing what to do just now 
over this Goodwood Stakes, and if the public do not mind they will 
burn their fingers over the race quite as badly as they did over tho. 
Northumberland Plate. Nu was scratched for it last weck (perhaps 
they are looking out for the Liverpool Grand National Steeplechase 
with her), and we fully expect the pen will ere long be put through tho 
nominations of others that have figured in the market conspicuously. Tke 
fluctuating position of The Special (who, by-the-bye, is not the property 
of Sir Frederick Johnstone, but owned between Mr. Parker and 
William Day) daily creates more curiosity to ascertain the true cause 
of the opposition, but the mysterious and Sepeees movements of 
metallicians|bafile the mostfastute market watchers. That a consider- 
ablo amount of the stable money has gone on the Woodyeates horss 
is perfectly certain,and it is equally clear that nothing is the matter 
with the animal, for he is in the best of health, and gallops daily in 
rare form. It yet remainsto be seen whether “the division ” are 
sati:fied with the amount they have put on; and judging from the 
equivocal position of the nag, many epecalators consider him a safe’un, 
whilst others are equally sanguine the present movement is merely a 
vuse to secure certain money which has not found its way to head- 
quarters. We have heard as much as 6 to 1 offered against the horse, 
but at Nottingham he would have been backed to large sums if 5tol 
was obtainable, and a few, more fortunate than the majority, got on 
at9to2.

A CRICKET CONTROVERSY. © 


Cricket is now the amusement of the hour,and for the last few weeks 
the “ Upper ‘l'en ’’seem to have had little else to attend to; as many 
as three or four grand games having been occasicnally played on the 
same day. On Tuesday and Wednesday, and at a time when the Kings 
and Emperors of Europe find themselves deeply absorbed in the grim 
game of war, the heir to the throne of England was the short leg in a 
grand cricket match played at Sandringham between I Zingari and 
Eleven Gentlemen of Norfolk. This simple fact speaks volumes. We 
congratulate H.R.H. on his return to the cricket field, which he 
appears to have abandoned since his Oxford days, and trust that he 
may long live to be the patron and encourager of our national sports. 
A full report of the match will be found eleewhere. Another match 
which has excited still greater interest was that which was concluded 
on Saturday between Harrow and Eton. On this occasion there 
was an overwhelming attendance at Lord's to witness @ most 
exciting match. There is perhaps no match played during the 
season that attracts greater attention than does the annual struggle 
between our two great sehools. But the episode which occurred in 
the course of the game is uvlike anything we remember in the 
history of cricket, and hag excited an unusual amount of discussion 
in all quarters.

Beall this as it may, however, we regret to say that the course 
pursued by Mr, Lubbock seems contrary both to the letter and the spirit 
of the game, He should not even have appealed to the other umpire, 
Law thirty-six recites that ‘‘the umpires are the sole judges of fair 
and unfair play; and all disputes shall be determined by them, each at 
his own wicket; but in case of a catch which the umpire at the wicket 
bowled from cannotsee sufficiently to decide upon, he may apply to the 
other umpire, whose opinion shall be conclusive.” He may -appeal, 
observe; it was for Hearno, if for anybody, to put the question—-not 
for Mr. Lubbock; butin carrying the discussion still further and ap- 
pealing to the committee, the Eton captain was most gravely to blame, 
and set the worst of all possible examples. Every allowance must 
fairly be made for one who is a mere Jad—who is a true cricketer, like

A little time may pass away—especially in this 
tropical weather—before all the disputants can survey the matter 
coolly; but we do not believe for one moment that any permanent 
ill-feeling between Eton and Harrow will arise. The best security 
against such a deplorable issue to the debate lies in the gentlemanly 
instinct of the boys themselves. No one who knows what Harro- 
vians and Etonians are will be surprised to learn that on Saturday 
morninz the very first thing done by the captain of Harrow was to 
propose that Mr. Foley should be allowed to resume his innings, or 
that Mr. Lubbock, on behalf of Eton, most courteously declined to 
accept the graceful offer.

Pamplia is 
the son of the keeper of the Metropolitan Baths, near the City-road, 
and, though under eighteen years of ago, is one of the most efficient 
members of the London Swimming Club, having carried off their gold 
medalin August last. He is much slighter than-his opponent, and 
weighs 9st 2lb in condition. His training has been carried on under 
the supervision of Aviss, of Coventry, who is well known amongst 
the aquatic fraternity. Honry Coulter is Captain of the Serpentine 
Club, and is possessed of a great reputation, being looked upon as the 
finest specimen of the ‘‘breast” system ever koown. He hag been 
defeated by Gurr twics, once for the Frazer Gold Medal in 1863, and 
again for a match of £100 abouta year back. For this match he 
trained in the Serpentine, and looked rather too fleshy.

OPENING OF MESSRS. SPIERS AND POND'S “HALL- 
BY-THE-SEA” AT MARGATE, 


Margate was all astir on Saturday evening Idst, whon Messrs, Spiors aud 
Pond’s new Hall-by-the-Sea was opened withan inaugural concert. The new 
Hall is really a magnificent structure, decorated with great taste, aud 
capable of containing upwards of 2,000 persons, The splendid decorations of 
the interior reflect the greatest credit on the designer, Mr. Benjamin Hurwitz 
of Southampton-street. The arrangements, too, of tho glass illluminations 
and the gas lightings by Mr. Freeman, of Vine-street, Piccadilly, deserve 
to be placed in the same category of praise as the interior fittings. The new 
hall is a large square building, with a triangular roof, The orc estra stands 
nearly midway from both ends, the grand refreshment room being in tho rear. 
The sido walls, which are not level, but divided into arched compartments, 
are lined with white cambric, ornamented with pink and gold, with valances 
of white laco fancifully disposed. Every third compartment is filled by a 
large mirror, which seems to be imbedded in a rich baak of moss from which 
spring artificial flowers and shrubs painted and manufactured to the life, and 
impregnated with all their nitive odours by the marvellous process of that 
princo of perfumers and Columbus of the world of scents, Mr, Rimmel. In 
fact, to those *‘ who doat on odours” a visit to the Hall-by-the-Sea would of 
itself, without auricular or optical entertainment, prove a veritable treat. Wo 
need nat say thatall this has not been effeeted without extraordinary expense. 
Tho ‘compartments not containing the mirrors are alternately set off by mo- 
dallions in golden frames, including busts in basso relievo of the great com- 
posers, and ingenious musical devicesin gold and colours. The upper part of 
the hall is surmounted by rich festoons of floral wreaths; while in every 
available position on the floor statues—in most instances the copies of 
acknowledged masterpieces—stand on pedestals, and throw, asit were, a classic 
feature over all. The glass illuminations in significant devices p!aced abovo 
the orchestra, and those ona grander _and more splendid scale surmounting 
the entrance fronting the sea, appeared on Saturday night to fascinate in an 
extraordinary degree the thousands who were gazing hopeless outwards as 
debarred from entering into the paradise beyond, which held out so dazzling 
a promise. How far the inhabitants of Margate are indebted to Messrs Spiers 
and Pond, tine only can tell; but, ifa good beginning be the half of all, as 
some one tings, then the good folks of the most salabrious seaport in Her 
Majosty’s dominions, aud those who fly hither to gain restoration to health 
and recruit their lost energies, ought to be abundantly obliged to those 
gentlemen who have ventured so much to advance the interests of the towo. 
The grand inaugural concert of Saturday was but preliminary to a series of 
vocal and instrumental entertainments to be carried on for several weeks, the 
management and direction of which has been placed entirely in M. Jullien’s 
hands. M. Jullien, who inherits much of the talents of his far-famed sire, and 
who promises to gain all his prestige, is ono of the most popular and one of the 
best conductors in Englan}, and the Messrs. Spiers and Pond could not possi- 
bly have chosen a better or more valuable commander in chief of the concerts. 
So far everything has beon placed on the most satisfactory footing, and it 
remains only to speak of the inaugural performance. 

The band provided by M. Jullien is complete and efficient for most purposes. 
It might, indeed, be improved by tho addition of a few stringed instruments, 
more particularly first fiddles ; but the want of theseis only seriously felt when 
so delicate a piece as the “ Allegretto Scherzando,” from Beethoven’s Sym- 
phony in F is performed, as it was on Saturday night. With this oxcerpt from 
a great master-piece were given the overtures to ** Der Freischutz” and ‘‘ La 
Gazza Ladra,” the other pieces belonging all to dance music, with the excep- 
tion of anew march by Gung’l, called ‘The Recruit,” which has very great 
merit, and which, if played frequently, must have a large popularity. This 
march, wo are told, has been played recently by all the Prussian bands—of one 
of which Herr Gung'l is bandmaster—and has had an extraordinary success. 
M. Jullien should not have placed it at the end of the programme, more par- 
ticularly as it was a very long one. ‘While on the subject of the band wo 
would note the excellence of the horns and the two cornets, the ensemble play- 
ing of the last mentioned, in a very charming and fascinating waltz by Snell- 
ing, called “The Adieu,” being displayed to eminent advantage, The solo 
performers wero—Singers: Madame Parepa, Mdlle. Licbhardt, Miss Rose 
Herseo, Miss Eyles, Messrs. George Perren, W. H. Weiss, and Farquharson 5 
instrumentalists, Miss Kathleen Ryan and Miss Kate Gordon (pianoforte), and 
Herr Ludwig Strauss (violin), Here was an array of talent that would not 
have discredited a first-rate metropolitan musical entertainment. M, Jullien 
raust be excused, in his great anxiety to please all parties on anopening night, 
for giving a monster concert. On any other occasion, and intany other weather, 
twenty-eight Perea have appeared “ out of all cess.”’ 

It is not to be expected that inso longitudinous a scheme we should do more 
than glance at the principal performances, more especially as nothing new had 
been introduced. Mdlle, Liebhardt made the sensation of the first part, being 
very warmly encored in Gulielmo’s ballad, “The Lover and his Bird,” when she 
substituted “ Jenny of the Mill.” Both songs were deliciously warbled, as was 
also “ The Cuckoo,” which she sang in the second part. Madame Parepa made 
the sensation of the second part, when she sang Ganz's “ Nightingale’s Trill, 
which she “ trilled” 8) entirely to the satisfaction of her best admirers, that 
sho was forced to return and give another song, when she sang “ Pive o'clock 
in the Morning.” Miss Rose Herseo was charming in ‘¢ Where the Bee Sucks, 
and still more charming when she was ‘ Coming Through the Rye.” Mr. 
Weiss made agood effect in his new ballad, ‘‘The Star that Lights the Sailor 
Home,” ard a better effect in his old ballad, “ The Village Blacksmith ;” Mr. 
George Perren was much more successful in ‘“ My Protty Jane,” than in 
Manrico’s romance from the T'rovatore ; and Miss Ky)as sang Henry Smart's 
curiously named but very taking song, “ The Lady of the Lea,” and “* Maggie's 
Secret,” vory tastefully. In tne instrumental department Miss Kathleen Ryan 
played Weber's rondo briflantetvery brilliantly. Mies Kate Gordon performed 
Coenen’s pianoforte solo for thu lett hand only, which was really a surprising per- 
formance, Herr Strauss played Vieuxtemps air “ Varie,” and Ernst’s ‘‘ Otello, 
both superbly, and his, indecd, were the crowning performances of the concert. 

Promenade Concerts, followed by a Bal d' Ete, were continued throughout the 
week, Saturday excepted, when a legitimate concert will be given with first-clase 
artists from London.

given. On Wednesday morning Malle. Patti gave a grand concert, and 
‘hursday night was devoted to the benefit of the other prima donna, 
Malle. Lucca, ‘‘ Faust e Margherita” being given. At Her Masestr’s 
the extra season at reduced prices commenced on Tuesday. ‘t Ernani,” 
‘‘Dinorah,” ‘‘ Les Huguenots,” and ‘‘ Semiramide,” have been given, 
with the great artistes as on tho productton of those operas.during the 
past subscription season.

COVENT GARDEN. 


“ Crispino 0 la Comare,” the comic opera by the Brothers Ricci, pro- 
duced at this house on Saturday evening last, without being remark- 
able from « musical point of view, must yet be pronounced a success. 
Up to last Saturday the operetta had never been performed in 
England but once, that once being at the St. James’s Theatre about 
ten years ago, but now that it has fairly made its appearance before 
the opera-going public, and so furnished Mdlile. Patti and Signor Ron- 
coni with two more admirable characters, we cannot doubt that it will 
tako a place in the comio repertoire of this house, and appear again and 
again. The music, though tuneful and pleasant throughout, is defi- 
cient in originality, The most striking morceau is a trio by Signori 
Ronconi, Capponi, and Ciampi, who as mock and real doctors—Ron- 
coni being the quack—havo therein a very animated and amusing 
“few words” professionally. The story is quaint, well told, and 
amusing. Ronconi is a diecontented cobbler, who, ministered to by a 
fairy, bocomes rich, runs into excesses, and ia thereupon punished, 
being however finslly restored to his better self and happiness. Signor 
Ronconi’s acquitment of this character, the best in the opera, is very 
happy, his humour being as heretofore of the richost. Madlle, Patti 
ia Annoetta, the cobbler’s wife, and besides singing with her usual 
brilliance, plays the part very prettily. 

ST. JAMES'S. 

George Colman’s comedy ‘‘ The Jealous Wife” was produced here 
after several delays on Monday last. The piece was evidently in- 
tended originally for a comedy of character; but the handof time— 
busied at the work a century and more—has by this very effectually 
stripped it of its claims to consideration on this account. Tts cha- 
racter portraits are one and all quite obsolete; and so strange dé some 
of them appear that they can hardly be tolerated as caricatures. Its 
soléand simple hold upon audiences now may be traced, in the first 
place, to the perennial interest that must ever attach to matrimonial 
trials and bickerings, and, in the next, to the really masterly, though 
at the same time natural and unforced, action by which the main in- 
terest issustained, The character ccmedy of the piece, such as it was 


apart from what was palpably borrowed, along with the main idea of: 


the plot, from Fielding’s ‘* ‘fom Jones,” is gone for ever, but the 
comedy of the action remains still, and still it deserves to remain, 
The comedy as it now interests affords but little scope for the actors 
engaged other than those who support the two principal characters ; 


and these two characters, though good, are somewhatexacting. The } 


character of; Mrs Oakley requires in the actress supporting it a fine 
discrimination between the effects of a most aggravated attack of 
jealousy in a loving woman who is at the samo time a lady, and the noisy 
ebullitions of the mere vixen, or matrimonial wild cat. In Miss 
Horbort’s hands this requirement of the character is fairly acknow- 
ledged, andj fairly met; the impersonation falling short of perfec- 
tion, perhaps, by jast aslight lack of warmth—warmth both of 
rage and of afiliction, Mr. Oreswick’s Mr. Oakloy is equally 

raiseworthy. Aga rale, Mr. Creswick does not shine in comedy. 
His Joseph Surface, for instance, is too heavy by half. His tragedy 
airs avd tones weigh it down to a very detrimental extent. But in 
Mr. Oakley this very heaviness Is not only not detrimental, but is 
conducive to a more effective delineation of the prim, sedate man 
of the world, who, man of the world as he is, is yet “a man of sen- 
timent,” and of a sense of honour the most delicate—a character 
much in favour with the dramatists and novelists of the era of the 
elder Colman, The performance throughout was most excellent 
and consistent, the rig 4 and delicate feeling, the leading idiosyn- 
cracies of the character, being preserved through all the storms, and 
never once going beyond vexation in the direction of anger. The 
next most notable feature in the acting was tho Lord Trinket of 
Mr. Walter Lacy. The character in the eyes of 4 modern audience 
is insipid in the extreme. Yet did Mr. Lacy, by the sheer force of 
his art, contrive to inyest it with interest—eyen as Trinket him-~- 
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eelf, according to his own account, owing nothing to nature, con- 
trived yet to cut a figure ever so many degrees above nature. The 
impersonation was, indeed, most finished, most suggestive. It is, 
by the way, arecurrecco on Mr, Lacy’s part to a line in which he 
ever excels, the disagreeable, but dramatically indispensable, line 
of polished voue impersonation. Mr, Lacy has lately deviated from 
this line; but though his achievements apart from it have been 
highly creditable to his versatility, they otherwise will not bear 
comparison. Mr. Frank Matthews was a richly humourous Major 
-Oakley,;“and Mr. E. Dyas a very noisy Mr. Russett. Mr. John 
“Clayton mado a sufliciently intercsting, and a commendably earnest 
Charles. This young gentleman, however, has an_ annoy ing 
habit of, as it were, biting his words. Miss E. Bufton 
gave due odious point to the character of Lady Freelove, per- 
sonal appearance alone excepted. She looked a great deal too hand- 
some for the part. Miss Rachel Sanger played the part of the little 
runaway Harriett very nicely. She alternated the tearful stmplicity 
and the dignified maiden astuteness as was required, the whole 
impressing most favourably, The piece was well received throughout, 
the various capital points of the imbroglio eliciting the heartiest 
laughter, and the actors wore called in a body at the close. For a first 
night, however, even in this hot season, the attendance was meagre. 
On Thursday, ‘‘She stoops to Conquer,” was given. “ Jack in a 
Box” has preceded the comedies each evening. Mr. Robson’s part 
(Blogg), is now played by Mr. Bridgeford, that gentleman (Robson) 
having gone to Dublin to fulfil an engagement at the Queen’s 


Theatre. 

NEW ROYALTY. 

On Saturday night last a very interesting performance of Sheridan 
Knowles’s effective play, ‘‘The Wife,” was given at this house. The 
announced chief features of the performance, viz., that a Miss Aicken 
would make ber first appearance as Marianna, and that she would be 
supported in Julian St. Pierre by Mr, Ryder,’ sufficed for drawing 
together a goodly, intelligent, and artistically distinguished audience; 
and the interest thus evinced was fairly justified and rewarded 
in the result. The performance was but for this one night, and 
was evidently got up solely for the purpose of bringing out Miss 
Aicken, a pupil, we believe, of Mr. Ryder. Under these circumstances 
thy audience looked rather to be interested in the performance of the 
debutante than in the general presentment of the play. Thea very 
numerous shortcomings, scenic and otherwise, including the more or 
less glaring imperfectress in the mere text of their parts of most 
of the actors, shortcomings that seem, and doubtless are, to a great 
extent, inseparable from such occasional performances, were tacitly and 
good humouredly overlooked by the audience for the sake of the perfor- 
mance to which they were thesomewhat ungracious lendings. That per- 
formance, 88 we have intimated, atoned for the shortcomings, the result 
upon the whole being satisfactory. Miss Aicken’s acting may be said to 
be interesting, but not powerful. The lady has evidently great intelli- 

ence and the invaluable power of mentally identifying herself with 
fer part. She has, moreover, a power of emotional expression of the 
quieter sort of nomean order; but when expression other than of the 


‘quieter sort is needed the lady's powers are not eqaal to the demands 


made, In short, while in her portrayal of Marianna the sufferings 
of the uncomplaining wife were rendered most effectively, the dignity 
and desperation of the roused, wronged woman, were not wrought 
with sufficient vividness. Much of what is lacking in this latter 
resp:ct is traceable to mere physical deficiencies ; and then, again, much 
of this is compensated by Miss Aicken’s intensity of style. Still, the 
broad fact of a deficiency of power for the effective rendering of 
these phases of the part remains; and we cannot help think- 
ing that this deficiency must militate against tho lady’s success in 
the ordinary and conventional “ leading parts ” of which Marianna isa 
fair sample. In support of this view, we may say, that while Miss 
Aicken’s subdued, pathetic, most. graceful, and most eloquent acting in 
the third and fourth acts. wrought upon the audienco most effectually, 
and clicited much applause, inclusive of a hearty recall, her acquit- 
mont of the more violent emotions incidental to the fifth act, resulted 
in no such response, but, instead, in a palpable feeling of comparative 
disappointmant, Mr. Rider’s St. Pierre was, as might have been 
expected, a very perfect embodiment of the ida, The cha- 
racter suits him toa nicety, and it was played in its every 
phsse correctly and admirably. Tho other most noticeable 
feature of the performance was the Ferardo Gonzsgo of 
Mr. W. Glover. This latter is mostly noticeable, inasmuch as 
it constituted a first appearance in London of the actor, who comes 
from the Theatre Royal, Nottingham. Mr. Glover is evidently quite 
a young man; and though his acting upon this occasion showed quite 
a superabuudance of vices of stylo, as in his mouthings, bis frown- 
ings, and grimacings generally, wo are disposed to credit him with 
very considerable powers. Mr. Glover has, it scems to us, little more 
to do than to unlearn him in the matterof the vices we have men- 
tioned to become # genuine and a powerful actor. The others charac- 
ters, with the exception of that of Floribel, very neatly sustained by 
Miss James, we will, in consideration of the manifest insufliciency of 
study -brought to bear upon them by their several supporters 
Messrs. C. Harcourt, Fitzjames, and W. Ryder—pass over. 


BRITANNIA. 

Another dramatized version of Mr. Charles Dickens's “ Our Mutual 
Friend,” was produced here on Monday evening last. It is called 
“The Dustwan’s Treasure; or, Wegg and the Boffins,” and is in two 
acts and a prologue. Tho adapter in this instance is Mr. Hazle wood, 
the literary man of the establishment, and as compared with Mr. 
Farnio’s handiwork upon the samo original, we must say that, so far 
as dramatic construction goes, his version bears away the psalm. That 
the Britannia version is in two acts and a prologue, while that of 
Sadler's Wells is in four acts and a prologue, is some indication of the 
closer condensation of the first mentioned ; but its compactness and in- 
telligibility #8 a drama does not end here. The action has 
been differently arranged, and though Mr. Hazlewood’s drama 
has but half the timo for its evolvement that is accorded to 
Mr. Farnie’s, it tells its story more ‘effec'ively. In short, “The 
Dustman’s Treasure” is a fair attempt at dramatizing tho 
novel, while ‘The Golden Dustman” is little more than excerpts 
from the book. The two great scenes are the unmasking of the Wegg 
batteries in the “ Bower,” with the snbsequont terrific cannonading, 
and the discomfiture of Wegg by the finding of the Dutch bottle, and 
the doings at ‘‘The Lock.” These scenes are well wronght up, and 
tell upon the audience immensely. Mr. Parry plays Boflin, and plays 
the part withrichand unflagging humour. The best that can be said of 
Mr. J. Reynolds's Silas Wegg is that it indicates in outline, a very bold 
emphatic outline, but still only an outline, the peculiarities of the cha- 
racter. Mr. B. Bell’s Rogue Riderhood was a capital and characteristic 
impersonation. The other characters were comparatively insignificant 
though from them we may select for favourable notice the John Koke- 
smith of Mr. T. G. Drummond, the Mrs. Wilfer of Mrs. W. Morton, and 
the Bella of Miss Mary Booth. The piece is highly relished by the 
audience, and it andthe prominent actors much applauded. ‘ Car- 
touche, the French Jack Sheppard,” has been the sfterpiece during the 
week. Between the two pieces have appeared Herr Susman, the 
German — Siffloar, Mark Floyd, Joo Lund, Master Edwin 
Sanders, and Mdlle. Celeste Stephan. Her Susman’s imitations 
of birds are very wonderful and greatly pleaso the audience, a large 
portion of whom are connoisséurs in sivging birds, having, humble as 
may be their lodgings, one or more specimens at home, Mark Floyd’s 
imitations of the pets of the ballet are good, but his delineation and 
song ‘Dandy Sall,” is vile. “Dandy Sall” isa sort of Pride of the 
Haymarket, and exults in her pre-eminent “dandy”-ness—whick to 
the very paint upon her cheeks, is hideously graphic. The “ Dandy 
Sall” impersonation is alike discreditable to actor and management. 
As regards the latter we can only suppose the performance to be the 
result of inadvertence. Master Edwin Sanders has a nice voice, and 
sings with much propriety. Joo Lund is called in the bills ‘‘ the great 
American grotesque.” ‘Taking his nationality for granted, we may 
say that he might be more corroctly described by two-thirds of the 
designation accorded him in the bills. He is fairly entitled to be called 
a “grotesque,” but we domur to the adjectival prefix “great.” 


STANDARD. one) 
‘Frederic (the Great) Macdabe” is now giving his mimetic and 
ventriloquial entertainment—‘‘ Begone Dull Care,” at this spacious 
and pleasantly appointed theatre, to large audiences. Mr. Maccabe 
was £0 far ill advised as to make his first appearance before the London 
public as a sort of adjunct to a wizard entertainment, the cousequence 
being that he was to an 


extent in a condition analogous to the needle 
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in the bottle of hay, or, in other words, lost to a large portion of th 
public. That portion, in fact, who, liking to be amused, are yet n 
particularly partial to that species of amusement which is favoured b 
my Lord Dundreary, wondering to wit. This was a false step, and w 
hopeto see it soon retrieved. Mr. Maccabe is really a genuine artist. He 
ig more than a mimic, a ventriloquist, and a singer, he is a humourist 
and a consummate actor. His various impersonations have the indi- 
viduality and finish that entitlo them to this, which we intend or 
high praise The entertainment itself is also good.. Above the 
average in fact. Portions of it are very smartly conceived and 
writtep, and several of the songs are excellent in overy respect. The 
performance keeps the audience in a state of what we may call, 
bubbling Jaughter. Ere one ripple on the broad upturned face of the 
audience (we say broad because we speak of the audience collectively ; 
there are many Bethnal-green faces here, and they, individually, are 
anything but broad faces)—ere one ripple on the broad face ot the 
audience we say is smoothed, comes another, and, so on to the end, 
when the stream ripples into the street ‘‘ Merrily ;O ” TE that indi- 
vidual of whom Carlyle speaks, as being ‘‘ fitted only (only, indeed !) 
for treasons, stratagems, and spoils,” i.c., the man who cannot laugh, 
exists, and can so far suspend his treasonable practices as to spare tho 
necessary time, let him go and see ‘Begone Dull Care.” If that does 
not make him laugh, let him turn his back upon the performance and 
his face towards the broad grin (collectively), that he will find in the 
place where tho broad face (collectively) of tho audience might be 
supposed to be, If he will do this he must laugh; and—this is an 
inducement for him to take our advice—therein, of course, explode the 
theory of great Tom of Chelsea, which would be every bit as good as 


blowing up Big Ben of Westminster.

ActIoN FOR DAMAGE DONE BY Rappits,—A caso of some interest, involving 
the question of how far a tenant is required to submit to the damage don» by 
rabbits to his crops, has just been decided in the Aberdeon Sherifl’s Court by 
Sheriff Comrie Thomson. The pursuer, Mr. Phillip, farmer, Gownes, sued B. 
C. Urquhart, Esq., ot Meldrum, for £30, being estimated damage done to bis 
cropsin the years 1864-65 by rabbits, The facts of the cate, as stated for the 
pursuer, were that he leased his farm in 1856, at which time he bound him- 
seif to. protect tho game on his possession... Up to 1864 he did not complain, 
as the hares and rabbits on his farm were not above a fair average the then 
proprietor of Meldrum taking no. interest in fostering them. After this tho 
present proprietor, who succeeded to the estate of his father, imported rabbits 
from neighbouring properties, and thus caused an excessive amount of damage 
to the tenants, especially of their turnip crop. For the defender, it was con- 
tended that there was no excess of game on the farm of Gownes at the dato 
complained of, aud evidence was led at great length to prove what was a fair 
averago of game. After a protracted hearing, Sheriff Thomson awarded tweuty- 
five guineas damages and expeases against the defonder, In giving judgment, 
tho Sheriff Substitute found that, as by the terms of the lease the right to 
keep down ra»bits was expressly withbeld from the pursuer, the ethan must 
bo held to have contracted on the footing that the proprietor wou d keep the 
stock of rabbits at substantially the same amount #8 at the date of the con- 
tract; or, otherwise, that he would indemnify the tenant for any loss which 
might be sustained by him on account of the material incroase of the stock. 
Tn these circumstances, the defender was found hable for the damage done to 
the pursuer’s crops of the year 1864. In a note appended to his judgment, the 
Sheritt says; ‘‘In the present case, itis sufficiently evideut that active measures 
have been taken by the defender to increase his stock of rabbits, both by the 
importation of aniaals to the estate, aud by the extirpation of vermin, waich, 
in the ordinary course of things, would have kept the stock of rabbits within 
bounds.” The agents for the pursuer were Messrs. J. and G. Collie, advocates; 
for the defender, Messrs. Jopp and Reed, advoca‘es, Aberdeen.—Perthshire

Norns on Pouutry Kuerinc.—Whereonly one pure breed of fowl 
is kept; mixed with other varieties of pullets. for laying, it is an easy 
matter to form a suitable habitation forthem. At a very small cost, 
a sufficiently good and in! every respect fitting poultry-house can,.be 
erected, By those whom Providence bas favoured with wealth, there 
need be no restriction to the extent and even elegance of the building ; 
but the very best breeds!and’the same number of fowls can be reared 
as successfully-by a pergun. of moderate. means in a much more humble 
structure. |.A wooden. shed, if: perfectly waterproof, is even more 
advantageous to:the health of ‘poultry thana stone and lime house ; 
it is lésa close and affords a freer. circulation of air, This, and scru- 
pulous cleanliness, are. essential! to the wellbeing of all stock. Tho 
fowls having perfect liberty, only ‘require a: sleeping, habitation, and 
access to it forlaying, . By all meaus have a.door, with lock and koy, 
and a trap for’ the egress aud ingress of the fowls... The trap should 
have. sliding panel, which, in winter, can be shut from sunset to sun- 
rise. Tho only inside fittings required are a'lfow nests raised, off. the 
ground, anda moveabls perch, not more, than’ three: feet high. .,This> 
is best made of split-trees, the bark left -on- to-give the fowls 
a firm hold; The setting, up ofa poultry, establishment, is thus 
not, a serious. expense, or troublesome. : matter;; but in addition 
to the general Jiving abode ‘there should be a, sitting-house, devoted 
entirely to the sitting hons... Here they will be secure from intrusion 
and the greatly increased return from the clutches set will soon pay 
the small outlay expended on the house.” The saving of time to the 
poultry manager is also a consideration. The hens are taken off their 
nest im ultaneonalyi well fed, allowed access to sand or ashes, and in 
twenty minutes all should be replaced on their eggs, to sit in peace 
till the return of acother day ‘calls for a similar routine of action. The 
sitting-houge may be fitted up with rows of nests, with folding flaps 
in front, to confine a careless giddy hen if she shows any inclination 
to wander, and on the flap may be marked tho date of setting, which 
will be found useful where there are many hens sitting at the same 
moment. The rearing of poultry is a very pleasant recreation ; w® 
kuvow that our gracious sovereign Queen Victoria, stands first on the 
now long and fashionable list of poultry fanciors, and. in humble 
quarters we find the love of animals deeply implanted in the minds of 
chiliren, To them the care of, the hen-house forms a useful. and 
instructive lesson—it teaches.them regularity, tidiness, and perseve- 
rance,.and while affording.a harmless amusement as. well, it may, be 
mide # self-supporting if not a profitable one. It is essentially a home 
pleasure, and whatever tends to increase our interest in love of home 
must be worth cultivating. 

Tue Procsss or Hatcuina.—There appoars to bo no doubt that, 
chickens hatched from new-laid eggs ‘are more vigorous at birth 
than those hatched from older eggs, and that if an egg twenty days 
old be put to hatch, the product, ifliving, will be puny and helplessly 
weak: Inthe fulness of time, the chicks proceed to liberate them -, 
selves from their prison. They require no assistance, not even from 
the hen. This is a beautiful provision of Nature, for if the imprisoned 
chicks were dependent on external aid for their release, and if by any 
accident that external aid. were absent at the critical moment, the 
prisoner would perish in its dungeon, But instinct impels it to break 
its'prison walls, and it ushers itself into the world unassisted and

CAPTAIN CRAWLEY’S BILLIARN BOOK AND ‘THE FIELD,” 
«(To the Editor of the Illustrated Sporting News ) 

Dear Sir,—The following letter, in answer to « most unfair and rancorons 
reviow of the “ Bifliard Book,” was forwardedto The Field. As the o mductors 
of that paper refused to insert it, I should be much obliged if you will give it 
publication in your columns :— 

: (To the Editor of The Field ) 

‘Sir, —With regard to the eritique with which you hare honoured tho 

‘ Billiard Book’ I must request to bo allowed to sty somothing. My preciso 


words (p 30) ag to the method of striking the ball are these: * For all ordinary - 


winning and losing hazards the stroke should bo made with « free forward 
sweep of thearm, from the shoulder and not merely from the elbow,’ You 
preceive the distinction between the words quoted aud your critic’s remarks, 
(The writer had made me say that the stroke should always be from the 
shoulder.] In other parts of my book I show whrn and where tho stroke 
ahould be made with the upper arm close to the bisveus side; but I do not 
state that all strokes should ba mado from the shoulder, | As to the methou 
of playing the side-stroke, if I differ from Messrs. Rvberts aud Dufton, all [ 
can say is, that Lam content to differ. My words are (p 65) not quite as you 
hive given them, but theeo : ‘It is not easy to strike a ball out of its coritio 
and at the samo time strike it with exactness, The cue instead of being held 
parallel to the intended direction of tho ball, must be held at an angle 
a little more or less acute to it.’ In this, and in the fact that the side is not 
oommunicated from the player’s ball to the object ball, Iam supported by all 
scientific writors and players, as well as by my own quarter of a century's 
experience and practice. As to the manner of holding the cue and rest 
‘parallel to the bed of the table,’ as you say it should ba 
held, allow mo to observe that for ninotecn strokes out of twenty in which 
the rest isemployed such a method of striking the tall would be simply im- 
possible, because the player must raise his cue-hand in order to get bis cue's 
point over the head of his rest and on to the ba!l beyond, which he hag to 
strike. Again, you say that the right leg should be advanced (in striking at a 
ball with cue and rest), Well, so it should, if the layes happened to be le/t- 
handed—not otherwise. Instead, too, of ‘bending down to his {work,’ tha 
player shou'd, I contend, widen his stride, so as to keep the command of hig 
ball, which he cannot do if he bends his knees (as you advise himtodo) I 
may mention apropos of the diagrams (some one or two of which tho writer 
gaid could not be made) that they were all teated on the table with a whitened 
ball, which leftits mark on the table. Of course ina work of such magnitude 
as ‘The Billiard Book,’ somo orrora will creep .in, despite tho writer—as, for 
instance, the little one you point out aa to the phrase about the flatness of a 
ball shown in section, secing all sections are flat; but it will be a nati-faction to 
you toknow that Iam carefully revising my book for a second edition, which 
will shortly be in the press, and that I am not too proud nor too obstinate ‘to 
acknowledge my want of perfection in a science in which absolute perfection 
never has been, and never can be, attained. As I bad the honour of presenting 
to the public my first series of papers on billiards through the medium of The 
Field, I trust that you will allow this explanatory lottor to appear in its columns, 
and, at the same time, permit me to regret that you (lifer from all the other 
writers who have had occasion to criticise the works of 
“Yours respectfully,
